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REPEATER NEWS 


W3QQH has been making frequent visits to the repeater sites, 
adjusting levels, tracking down problems that beset all new 
systems, and checking on noise limiter operation. The fater 
circuit was chiefly responsible for the ringing effect that 
had deterioriated audio quality of repeated signals. The 
sharp edges generated by the /imiter evidently caused the telco 
iine and/or the isolation transformers to develop echos due 
to the excess of energy beyond the cutoff of the transmission 
system. The problem is pretty well taken care of now but 

it is planned to make some noise and response measurements 
shortiy. 


"Sim, as Trustee of W3QV, is applying for transfer of the 
iicense from Abington to Roxborough, where the repeater 

is located. The repeater ca!l will then be changed from W3BBB 
to W3QV. Also at that time additional stations will be 
authorized to disable the repeater transmitter should it 
become Mecessary or prudent>to do so, When maintained by 

QQH himself, control will be delegated to W3s ADV, DSG, 

OWK, QZO and VVS,. 


The repeater is now operating from 0700 to 2400 and when 
Operation is shifted to Brad*s call it will available 
twenty-four hours a day. Input is on 29.640kHz with output 
on Channei 1, To put the repeater in operation simply 
whistle a sliding note (glissando, right DMR??) between 
2000=3000kHz. Some of the fellows are talking about transis- 
torized tone generators but lazy ED is going to keep pucker- 
ing. If not used for a twenty-five second interval, the 
repeater will automatically shut down and must be "whistled- 
up" fcr further use. Be sure to announce your cali and the 
time for logging purposes. QQH has a limited number of 
crystals for the input frequency.
